The Chinese money of which you sent tracings age undoubtedly all 
copies and not originals. These identical pieces have been much fabricated, 
and especially the groupings which you show. I am herewith giving you a 
description of these pisces. 

1. The original should be a coin of Tsih Moh ae in Shantung, 4th 
Century B.C. 

2. A poor copy of a coin of Kan Tan, 4th Century B.C. 

3. No genuine coins known. 

4. Amulet: never saw an original. 

‘5. Vang Mang, lst Century A.D. One out of a thousand is genuine. 

6. Wang Mang, lst Century’ A.D. Probably false.
